such a stimulus to the educational inatilutioni 
at thin country can not bo exaggerated, and it h 
hardly ptmible to conctite that so excellent a 
principle should not beitr fruit nearer bone. 
It is probably from, thia year that the 
futore inquirer will date the commencement 
of a syiiem destineil ere long to almost univer- 
aal epiiliestiou, by wbirh the service of the Slate 
shall be rescue d f rotn the clutchca of political 
and Parliamentary jobber! to be made eiclu- 
lively the reward of disiingunheJ merit. In 
Ihej Ohariuble TiuMe Bill wc have another mea. 
antl of vaat import slice, clearly eetablishing the 
diatlnctiuQ between public un i private property, 
and claiming the right of the cttate to modify 
the former according to the prcaent viewe of the 
interest a of society, and lo institute a rigid and 
unepuing inquiii'tion into iti management. 

The coumc of the cession was not less remark- 
able for the great measures which were paited 
than for the surprising degree in which the House 
of Commons imbibed the spirit which had 
united and an i ma 'ed those c I Lied n; ion to pre 
aide over iia delibemliunn. lit commencement 
was marked by an attempt to revive the otd 
party personalities of furrier Jairo, but the 
•ucoeaa pf thoei altecnple waj not actoh aa to 
encourage (beir repetition. As the spring ad- 
vaooed, and measure afer measure passed nuc- 
ceesfnlly, oppoeition grew weaker and weaker, 
till at hut discussion was a I must reduced lo the 
candid statement of objections and suggestion 
of diOlctdties. Here is the bright spot or the 
year 1U3 ; the patriot may dwell on the labours 
of ear Parliament with pleasure, and the future 
hutorian may pirhsp* Gad occasion to record 
Wat about thia period the Parliamealary system 
of Otesaa Britain bad resetted it* highest pet. 
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If we turn from tbe deliberations or Parlia. 
ment, we And that aa the year advanced the 
prospects of the people at large lost somewhat 
of their brilliancy, and that the exuberant pros, 
perity with which the year commenced ii tem- 
pered by many and grievous abatements. Mr 
(Ilad*lone's scheme for creating a Two. and a. 
Hah* per Cent. .Stock, neither unreasonable nor 
pre,i»mptunua at the time whan it waa proposed, 
was speedily thwarted and counteracted by a 
number of unforeseen accidents. The gloomy 
prospecis of tho harvest, which prognosticated 
* short crop, not only in these islands, but in 
every corn-growing country in Europe, were 
only too well verified by the result. The great 
proflpertty of the working tlassee had otcaiioned 
an enormoua demand for all article* of food, 
and the prospect of a diminished simply had 
therefore an unusually stimulating effect upon 
prices, ao that we are now paying tales with 
which the s tan cheat advocate* of tbe Com Law* 
■night well have been content. Hut though tbe 
advocate of the Corn Laws wouU b* content, 
the heart or the pcojile would have been full of 
repining and bitterness. Ktpeeience has well 
I an it !it us whet a sesroity of corn means tin iter a 
system of Pretention r>r Prohibition. Incendiary 
fires. Chartist meeiings, frame. breaking, and 
ever form of rural and suburban outrage, are the 
methods by which a people pinchwl (or bread 
by unjust and unequal lawa hpeiks lo the con- 
ncience and fears of its rulers. They not only 
feel the effect, but they bitterly resent the cause. 
tettbi>iwwb> lament over the fate of byirone 
miction* carefully con-ider what has bappened 
in the present year. While almost eeeey Go- 
vernment in Europe has stood in abject dread 
of its own suhjects, ami c ircdescended to 
devices the most rli;crcili[abto, la order 
to seem at least to palliate the 
severity of that famine for which they 
themselves have taught the people to huld their 
Government responsible,— while we tea pro- 
hibit inn* abrogated, exportation prohibited, and 
art i fici si prices created by Government* proud 
of tb-ir strength, nnd careless, in ordinary 
times, of their popabiity, our Miniaters have 
been wisely content tor l ei ve the remedy or 
scarcity lo the operation of demand and supply, 
and lo truit to the good sen*e of a free people 
to distinguish between a scarcity caused by lb* 
act of an all.wise Providence and by the blind 
and shortsighted meddling of man. Never 
was cunrWence more justly reposed or mora 
fully repaid. The pecole of these i*Urtds, hera. 
tofore so turbulent at the approach of scarcity, 
have borne their privation* without a murmer, 
and it hs,i been satisfactorily proved that, by the 
repeal of the Corn Laws, (Jovernment baa for 
ever emancipated itself from the unpopniari'y 
which u**d to follow a bad harvest, and effee. 
tually removed one of the most prominent and 
frequently. recurring cause* of discontent and 
eedt'ion. 

Yet, if the people have bom* the present 
scarcity with patience, ii cannol be denied that 
they hate other ground* thsu these which make 
their position tolerable. Since the opening of 
tbe trade in com a scarcity is no longer attended 
with a certain revulsion in the coarse or trade, 
and a suspension or annihilation of commercial 
prosperity, Notwithstanding our defective har- 
vest, » B gr*vated as "its effect* ha T « been bj tbe 
evet-increving probability of war, occupation 
ha* not flagged and commerce hat not Ian. 
guialied. A bad harvest is shorn of half it* 
terrors, not only politically, but commercially. 
In the face of the present dearth, and of a war 
all but begun against one of the greatest 
Powers of the world, trade cm maintain 
her buoyancy and mihufacturea their activity, 
anil the Foods themselves. that asm. 
•itive barometer of public Feeling, evince ao 
sign of trepidation or ditmxy. As often aa the 
speculator* operate for a fall (he uncontr.iUahIe 
confidence of the public intervenes, and the 
descent i* checked nnd answered with a rebound. 
The people are confident in their commercial 
prosperity, because ibey know it it baaed on 
sure foundslioni— liberty, industry, and capital 
— and they dread little, as they have little cause 
to dread, the hulility of RrueU. A more 
gratifying picture of national atrenirth and self, 
confidence than these facts afford it would be 
difficult to find. Yet, there 1* the dirk tide 
even to this pleasing prospect. Confident as 
wc are in our trade and might, the Lancashire 
" strikes" remind us that onr wealth an* ou 
prosperity— all that makes this small population 
and diminutive kingdom a rlrat-ra'e Power 
among tbe nations—depend on the wilt of men 
too ignorant to understand (beir own interests . 
or to listen to any argument save that enforced 
by the wretchedness to which they are reduced 
by their own folly. At a period of acarciiy, 
when some contraction of trade was to be ex. 
petted, and an increere in the rate of wagee waa 
obviously impossible, a sudden rjge has posses- 
sed the population in large port! >n» of our 
in ■ n ii fact uring districts with a hope of bettering 
their circumstances through the desperate and 
suicidal agency of etrikes." Week afwr week 
is the reckless conlest protracted at the bid. ling 
of mm whose pecuniary interests and peraoual 
imp-i tance are alike involved in its continuance, 
■ind cuii ir ibuLir ins arc levied fmmthc industrious 
tn muintain in idleness thine who will not 
work. Capital is wasleil. ill-feeling en- 
gendered, habits of idleness formed, end 
habils of nelf.rcliancc undenninud by these 
uselesa and enillem contests, which can have no 
(jther effect Ihsn to dealroy the fund out of which 
wujfes are lo bo paid, and to deprive thfl oountry 
of one of her principal advantage* in lier hud 
race with, funign competitors. 

Meanwhile social principle* of infinite practical 
value are beginning to be more thoroughly dis- 
CUisshl and more clearly apprehended. The de- 
mum! for general education he«uisis louder und 
more pressing, and Accms likely ore long to aa- 
sume a form which will enable Ministers lodesl 
with it on a scale and with acompletenesa suited 
lo its vast importance. The danger of lowering 
the frxnehixe, while its intended recipients are 
•o ignorant, and tbe melancholy spectacle af- 
forded by the " strikes," have lent strength to 
this feeling, but there is a cause at work the 
efficacy of which i* probably not inferior In the 
other two. In this year we have for the first 
time taken upon ourselves tho punishment uf 
our own criminals. Transportation has ceased, 
and tb* crime of the country ii returned into her 
own bosom. The effect is what might be ap- 
prehended. Men will begin to awake to the 
conviction that, if they are tJ retain their crimi. 
rials with them, at all event* it is better to catch 
them young than old, and to attempt their refor- 
mation before rather than after they bav^ 
become hardened in crime. The movement for 
the lefnimation of juvenile offender) ha* this 
praise worth) object, and now that the nation i* 
fairly saddled with tbe responsibility or living 
among the crime it rears, we cannot doubt the 
experiment will be eagerly adopted and fairly 
tried. 

This has been an eventful year in the history 
or the metropolis. Ahold attempt has bean 
mads to free London from the miseries of 
smoke, of a foetid river, and of an inadequate 
drainage. The return of the> holer* has roused . 
spirit of local improvement wiinb will not real 
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till it has done all that human ansa can do 
arrest the progress of ibe plague. This year 
also is memorable >s having witnessed the 
closing of our graveyards, and the disinfection 
of out atmosphere by removing the dead to 
suburban centauries. But lhat by which this 
year will principally be remembered in the an- 
nals of tho metropolis is the opening of tbe 
Hoy si Commission to inquire into tbe abuses 
of the existing Corporation. A vaat amount of 
abuse stands convicted at the bar of public 
opinion, and only awaits the sentence of the 
CommUsionert, while the discussions a* to the 
mode of extending municipal institutions to the 
whole or tbe meiropolis, and organising the go- 
vemracnt *nd superintendence of the largest 
city in the world, will probably push to its 
utmost development the theory of subordinate 
go vern ment. 

If we turn to the tisler kingdom, we observe 
in Ireland a gradual decay in rha spirit of poli- 
tical agitation, and a general recourse to the 
art* of ptaotful industry and material progreu. 
Ireland, too, has had her Crystal Palace, and 
has earned well deserved laurels by the nnd-r. 
taking. The Queen Un been received with 
enthusiasm in tbe land of Mitchell, Meagher, 
and O'Brien, and the virulent orators of New 
York And no echo in the land of their birth 
Ribandi»m in not, unhappily, extinct, but U 
fallen fiu in iu for me r palmy estate. Hut, while 
Ireland i* thus adopting English habits and 
feelings, a few zealots, principally of the 
eatingutsed Protectionist party, are seeking to 
light the torch of discord between Hngland and 
Scotland, and to inoeuUlo this rich and hsppy 
country with the iwison which his so long cir. 
culated ii the veins or poor and miserable 
Ireland. The griovincea complained of have 
h «•» *o p.ttry, or so false, tnd the lone of re 
monstrance so eiaggpruVd and hyperbolical, 
that tbe good venue of the people or bcotlind 
ha* at present held them aluuf from the move- 
ment. We heart ly trust that at the end of neat 
year we may have to chronicle tbe signal failure 
of thi* attempt to excite again*! each other the 
susceptibilities of two nations which have long 
ceased to be divided, and tha consent of Scot, 
land to leave her grievances to be remedied by 
Parliament, without an appeal to obsolete preju- 
dice* and bygone animosities. 

There is no doubt that much of the a lability 
which he* been observed In our Money Market, 
our ooasrneroe, and our mtnnfactures, notwith- 
standing ao many ceusei of panic and so many 
positive drawbacks and hinderancea, i, ta be 
attributed to the unprecedentedly rapid creation 
of capital in our Australian colonies, and eon sc. 
qneru demand for export* and Investments. A 
steady flight of emigration to these prosp^roua 
eonntriet hat relieved our poor rates and im- 
proved the condition of our working classes, by 
thinning the ranks of competitors tor em 
ploy m am, and Increasing tbe demand for the 
production* nf their labour. Had the money 
squandered in " strikes" been devoted to 
emigration, the operatives might have been in a 
better condition lo reekon with their misters, 
and would have conferred a great bttneSt on 
many of their number, instead of injuring every, 
body and doing good tu no one, except their 
delegate* and agitators. Bat, in the midst of 
this oolonitl prosperity, there an also many 
deductions. Tbe ill-timed rigour, and still more 
ill timed lenity of the Governor of Port Phillip, 
together with the total neglect to provide tha 
only meant for enforcing order and obedience to 
the law amid a turbulent and mixed mullitudt 
of miners, have led to a disgraceful and pusil- 
lanimous surrender or the right* of the public, 
and an abandonment of their treat ires to any 
on* who chooses to poetess himself of them. 
The negligence and blundering of the Colonial- 
offlce have left these colonies witb institutions 
so crude and ill formed, that they seem neither 
able to continue at they are, nor to work out 
the problem of their own regeneration. This 
year will be memorable for baring finally eat at 
rest tha problem of the North-west Paisage,— 
a result far mow valuable br the cessation 
which it promise* of ill-advised, expensive, and 
hazardous expeditions, than for any increase of 
knowledge which it brings us. Indeed, the 
worthlea*n**a of the result can only be fully 
appreciated now that it has been successfully 
arrived at. 

But that which at lb is moment rivet* thl at- 
tention of all men, and will probably give thia 
year a melancholy prominence in history, is, 
that it it the thirty eighth, and. only too 
probable, the last year, or the great Peace which 
followed tha revolutionary wars lhat ushered in 
thia century, Littl", indeed, could any one fore- 
see a year ago the presence of those elements of 
discord and eonfutioti which seem ready to over- 
whelm the hopea of peace, and the extension of 
civilisation. A year ago tbe h mpcrur of Russia 
enjoyed among the Powers of Kurope a welt 
earned character, for honesty, ttrnightfortVjrd. 
nets, and moderation. Who could have tup- 
posed that within a few m mth* all this could 
have been ao utterly forgotten, and every con- 
sideration of honour and jmiico sacrificed to an 
empty and profilleta ambition? With avatt 
domain to civilize and reclaim, with a boundless 
field (or the exercise of enlightened Wnevulence. 
and a prospect of power and pre-eminence by 
developing the arts of neico over Kuropc ami 
Asia, far more certain and far more glorious tfun 
any military triumph, this miuhty po:enUto hat 
deliberately turned from good I.) evil, and pre- 
ferred the acquisition, by fraud and violence, of 
two or three desolated provinces to the welfare 
and advancement of the sifth part of the inha- 
bited globe over which lia reigns. From tho 
provocation which Prince Menschittoff wan in- 
structed to throw out, under the mask of an 
Ambassador, to tbe lato murderous attack upon 
□ inope, the policy of the Vzn bis been one nnd 
uniform. To bully the w -ak, to cajole thu 
strong, to eetxe by force, or lo circumvent by 
fraud, ale nosr recognized as the uniform lactic* 
of the once great upholder of order and 
treaties, and arbiter of the di*pritp* 
of Europe. The combined G avert meat* of 
Kngland and France have exhausted their 
diplomacy, their remonstrances, end their 
patience, and they now see themselves appar. 
sntly red need to the alternative of rjniiting for 
ever their high station ammg the nations of the 
earth, forfeiting their promises, and abandoning 
their allies, or having recourse to war, — the sport 
of btrbsrou* sovereigns, liut (he dread of free 
and progressive Governments. This Is no alter- 
native— it is * decision. With whatever reluc- 
tance, the Western Powers must accept the 
challenge an insnltingly rlung to them. It has 
been greatly to the credit of our people that, 
under etreneutanca* of no small irritation, they 
have forborne from embarrassing the course nf 
negotiation by tut indiscreet exercits of their 
right of public meeting, and hare thus left diplo- 
macy every opportunity for averting the scourge 
with which we are threatened. Equally merito. 
rim ha* bam thtu forbearance from express- 
ing a natural anxiety for peace, and an 
impatience of further taxation, at a time when 
anch aamtimrats could only weaken tb* effect 
of onr reaaonttianoM, and impair tha confidence 
of our allies. Tha pextpt* of England 
lhat the, are not only 



temperate but magnanimous, and capable of 
adopting in their collective cap, city, when re 
quired by circumstances, the asms prudent re- 
nerve and wise for beir tries which art Continually 
required from individual statesmen. Wo trust 
that is the coming struggle, which nil our ef 
forts aeem power!*** to avert, end which though 
only begun on the banks of the Danube, may 
spread from the Baltic to the Caspian, from ihe 
Caspian to the Ganges, and from the Ganges to 
tbe shore* of the North Facine, ihey may show 
a like firmness and constancy. We hare not 
sought war, w* hare done all in our pofler to 
avoid it ; but, if it must cam', wn trust it* evils 
and sacrifices will be cheerfully borne, as we 
are tnre its perils will ba manfully conFronted. 
We have enjojad Peace long enough to value it 
above all things except our honour, but not 
long enough to enervate our energies or chill 
the courage which has carried us through to 
many apparently unequal conflicts. 'I he dawn 
of I H-'it lowers dark with the pnstge of im. 
pending btttie. W* hope for a lets troubled 
protpect on the last day of the coming year.

The following Lmporlaat circular, addrrssed by the 
Frem-h tiovcrnment to it* diplomatic ngotita, baa just

"The attain of Ihe East are taking a ton serinua 
turn not to recall your attention, oven at the ifiiitocnl 
wheneircuinslajireai mpnie new dulie* op. in thel i 1 1 rem - 
ment of hi* Imperial Uajctly, to the cif n;.- which we 
have not censed tn make, for the nurpnse of prevent, 
in^r (he complication* with which l^urnpo is iso seri- 
ously menaced. 

" ITio question abuiat the Hilly I'laces, either mi*, 
represented or raiaunderstuud. luid otcitcoi the appre- 
hensiona of the Kuiaian Cthiucl ; we hsve iried to 
rilm these alarms by fl-ank mid complete cvplsiiotlim*. 
It did appear to ua that in preserving the rights of ihe 
Porte, s question of turh a ntturp might well he 
i Iturnd up at a distance frira the icetla where it nri- 
gin.dly inm. Our apininn. however, was nut shared 
by llussia, and I'ttnce llenaehiketT roeoived the onior 
to repair tn Carman linopls. J wtll eaerely *av that 
had we really entertained the eiclutivn views which 
are imputed to Us— if tho eLsinung of pur ancient and 
incontestable rights had not been sustained bv SO 
much aindnration-the miwion of thai Kstraorduinry 
Ambaaaador would at once have hetusae the oiijecl of 
a runnier, which we knew how to aridd. 

" Tkvs sekb<s of tbe sanctuaries at Jerusalem were 
handy sottLod, and, by ike sdmiasion of lnunt >*ca*el- 
roda hitnsslf, regidtted in a satktfstlorj manner, when 
aoothev dirnculty prossntud ttpi,df. I'rince Stenschikii-f 
itemondod ffuaeaniee* for the maintenance of the pri- 
vilege* of the Greek Church. The I 'ubiact of ttt. 
Petersburg did not peeve by any particular tnc't that 
these privllag** had been violated . trie Forte, 

on the arsntrary. confirmed enlcmnly tbe immunitie* 
uf her Chiiauan tuhjtciu. Animated by a driirs tu 
supeAse a diSorttoce which, if it concvmerl on nuc hand 
the sovereign right* uf Ibe Sultan, touched oil tbc other 
Ihe coiiaiatnceril hi* Majesty theEuiperur Nicholas, the 
French if uvenunenl, in concert with the English, have 
astiduuusly tried til rrwtna to conciliate the intercuts, 
at once so delicate and so eoiaplet, engaged in the 
thair. The Buttian t'aliiiici cannot hsve forgniten 
the teal snd loyally with which we have endeavoured 
tu accomplish thia diflcult task. Neither ess it deny 
that the reaittance of the Porn to accede to a first 
pita of arrtngtraent, at ornauaird front the Uonferooco 
at Vienna, was not the only riim of our failure. In 
the course of these vssious negotiation* unions events 
took place. A Russian army bad creased the Pnuh 
and invaded In full peace two province* ot the ( ) [toman 
Kraplre. The Beet* of Franco ana England ought tn 
have approached the Dardanelles at tliotmameut i if 
tbe French tlavemment had deaired ui du so, its naval 
forces miahl have anchored ui the rcssduesd nt < losL. 
Btantinnple. However, though il thought ft necessary 
to BsUbQah it* right, it ahuwcd all the move il* mode- 
ration in tho step.

Governor of Victoria, apparently tranamitting 
an addceia ftom the l^siitative Council of that 
colony on tha aubjeet of Paaloral Laaiet under 
the Quick'* Ordet in C.'u until. And a very 
gracioua reception data the Ueutenant-Ooveraot 
meet with. Nearly all bia opinion! are re. 
echoed, «U bia rneaaurei an approved, md more 
than all be aaka in the way of lupntnted 
power* ii < heerlulk conoedad. 

From tha tenor of lb* noble Duke's reply, 
and from the well known policy of (be Mel- 
bourne OovemninnL, we have no donbt that the 
eui put before hi* grace wu ba thia effect : that 
the gpeit change* produced in the colony by the 
diicorery of a^ld had brought the intertill of 
the equattera into antagoniim with tb* interett* 
of tha public j tbat there wu as invincible ne- 
ceieity for one or other or theac canAictint; in- 
terest! to euccumb ; and that, Mnce there could 
be no doubt that the public, ai the atmnger of 
the two com bat an La, must eventually win the 
day, it waa desirable that mean* ahould be da 
tiied for earning the victory to be *a little 
irkaome a* poaiible to the fee linn a *nd preten- 
tion- of iba defeated. Toe Duke of Shm.iu 
think* bo too, and doel all he «u to extract 
from the Order is Council ititlf a meaning 
favourable to thii ria» of the eroetf*ncy- But 
he aaya plainly tbat eva-a if h* cannot — even if 
the Order in Council will not help him — he will 
b j na> means give up. 

" If," <ay* the Slh parafraph of the da 
■patch, " tha iu/uage of the Order is Ot 
gv>aa beyond ihete inteoUimi, tad if 



•nguage, coupled vtitb the acta dose under it, 
bia conferred veiled right* to an extent beyond 
what wat fore teen, and now felt a* a praclieal 
inrosvesiBS«, a very tterioua quealion undoubt 
edly ariaei between prime claim* and the 
general intereat.

But ttill the noble Duke maintain! that in 
several very material poinla the Order in Council 
admin of a contraction different from tb* one 
put upon it by the aquatten. The equiiabl* 
tight* of the aqtiBtteTa, on the atricleat view, 
are, he think*, fully *taied in Mr. Lit Tsobe'i 
deppatch ; and hii gtaea briefly recapitulate! 
those of them on which the q<ieatian* now lub- 
mitted to him tarn. 

The tint of Ibue equitable right* entitle! 
the aquaticra to demand leaaea, under the curt - 
ditiona reapectively apeeified aa to intermediate 
and untettlrd land*, to be executed whenever it 
in poaiible for Government to take the neceaiary 
mean urea, for leaaea not exceeding eight and 
fourteen yeara reapectively. 

But them the queiiian iriiei, front what date 
are these leaaea to commence * It would team 
tbat .ome peraoni have contended that theyabould 
commence from Lha data of execu ion; but 
the ( invert! me til of Vietorlt uyi that they 
ought to commence from the date whan the 
right to leaaea *u officially recogniKd, the 
occupaati having in the interim been treated 
in all reipect* at leaaee*. Thia date, for the 
neighbouTioa: colony, i* fixed at ihe 7th April, 
1848 ; and the Dckc approve* of it. 

In the next place, it he* alvayi been th« un. 
derelanding in the coloniei that ihe term of Ihe 
leaae waa to be fourteen yean in tha unaettled 
and eight jean in the inter mediate diltrict*. 
And, certainly, ao far aa our own colony U con- 
cerned, both th*aov«rnment Notice which accom- 
panied the promulgation of the (Jrder in Coun- 
cil, and the practice which thence grew up, 
hear out this belief. The Notice, dated Tth 
October, 19-17. mike* no alluilon whatever to 
any queitinn aa to tb* number of year* for 
which leaie* shall be claimed, taking it fur 
granted, ai everybody auppoaed, that that 
wai a point admitting of no diipnte, having 
been icttled by the Order in Council. The 
Uuke of NiwoattLi, however, lay* atreaa 
upon the fact that the Order in Council 
promise* these leaiei only fot term* " not 



eight *nd four yean reipectively. 
And h* quote* a deipateh from F»rl Oa*r, 
addreiaed to Sir Ckaklk* J-'itjt Bot on the 
6th Auguit, 1849, to show tbat that Miniiter 
diatinctly underilood that it wu not binding on 
tb* Crown to grant leaaea for the full term in 
either can. The word* of Earl Orktbic — 
" But inaamuch u the Order of the Blh March 
leave* the length of the term of yean to be 
granted tnlirely ai yotir dUcrtfion, you will be 
ibl* and juitly entitled io refuse the seid peraone 
any laate for more than a year, unlet* they are 
willing toaceede to the insertion or the conditloni 
which you may require." 

After all, then, the Order in Council left the 
Governor in full potveiaion of tse arbitrary 
power of which it was luppoaed to have Keen 
the great object ot Parliament, in the Act upon 
which the urder in Council i* founded, to 
deprive him. 

The second of the equitable righti noticed in 
the detpatch b that which entitle! the squatter* 
(o a right of pre-emption when landi are put op 
for lale, at the end of Bach year of Leaae in the 
intermediate, or the last year in the un so tiled 
diitricU ; and in a lubtequcnl paragraph ii 
noticed the exclutive right of a lei.ee in the 
unieltied district* to purcbaic during the cur- 
rency of hii ]«**«. 

Rut it is trgned in the deipeich, that these 
rights of sre.emr>ti»n and or exclusive purchase 
can accrue only when the Governor puta the 
land up for sale in the one case, and agree* to 
aell in the other. The Order, it is alleged, 
give* him tlio.c pewert of sale, but does not 
compel him to MmM them. If fa* put* up 
the land for tale on th« expiration or the leue, h* 
ii compel led to give the leaaee the pre-emption ; 
hut, if ht thinki proper, he may rv/iue 
to put it up. During tb* currency of the lease 
he cannot tell ta any person but the leaaee ; but 
he ii at perfect liberty to decline selling even to 
him, It ii averred, moreover, tbat the right of 
pre-emption belonga etrietly and exolutively to 
isle I effected immnlialily on the expiration of 
Ihe lease. So ifast Ihe Governor Can mike 
the boasted right of pre-emption a mete nonen- 
tity. He nae only to defer the tile a Utile 
while, and pre-emption ii gone, the right of 
purchase being open to the world. 

But the por ion of the deipatch which most 
nearly touches the intereitt and auppoaed right* 
of the squattera ii thit whLb treat* on the 
subject of reserve!. Our leader* may perhaps 
remember thit in one of our late 
article! descriptive of the iquatling aya- 
lem. we quote in italic* iLc sweeping 
passage which wind* up the enumeration of the 
purpose, for which the Governor may make 
grant* or iilei of lands eompri>ed within a 
squatter'! leave. Thai pas sage is—'- Or for any 
other purpose of public defence, safety, utility, 
convenience, ot enjoyment, or far othirtcUt 
facSiiuting the iwprjt e/tieitl and ittttlrment ! >f Ik* 
• ■Jimtj" ll , on this passage the Minuter tutho- 
rieea tb* Colonial Government to put the more 
liberal construction on the aids of the public. 
And whenever the officer administering the Go- 
vernment ii of opinion that the prngrce.1 of 

Kpulatios and aetllement in a particular quarter 
• rendered it matter of public importance that 
enough land should be made available for the 
agricultural nupply of the want* thui created, he 
ii empowered to ,e)l land to that extent, under 
the general isle regulation! of the colony, 
aLtnovou tiTuaiKD wiims a bum!

This case (the trial of which comrtienced on Monday 
afternoon) waa an action or ejectment to recover poa- 
aeaslvn of certain land at Pig Inland, in the l$hu*lha- 
v,-r. stiver, l'les, the reiutal uwue. 

Mr. llarvall appeared for the pluntlrT, aad hfesara. 
Vroadbunit and rttepheri fur the defendant. 

The plaititilTs eaae waa rondned in the nrat UuatAtKs 
to proof of Mr, ThomM llaU'a title to the whoaa of 
Pig lstantl. The djefeodant'i eounael being thus aut 
upon proof of title, set up a Lease for fourteen yean 
from Hull, dated in April, t>33, and made in httutir of 
the defendant. The eole itutiilLon in tan caw was, 
whether, at the time of csetiitirtr thia lease, Kail waa 
or wu not in a state of tufflcLent sobriety to know 
what he waa about. The evidence upon this point 
was u,uile contradictory. Areovding to the defrndsitt 
.Mr tienvrge Underwood Alley, of LllawiuTa} ha, thv 
teuiliuit, hsT-irix been unsuccessfully seeking to rent 
some land in the Hhoalhavan District, he mentioned 
hia difficulty to I till, whom he met at a public houa* 
kept h v erne If yams. Cpon this, Ilall onvrcd at ones 
to let Alley have any quantity of land he might want, 
and upon easy terms . inviting Alley to ro hiiroe with 
him i 1l.iI night, and to SLrrattare the matter the neat 
muminK. Thf offer was accepted, and on the follow- 
ing morning after breakfast, Mr- ]{sli dictated the 
terms of the lease, and Mr. Alley correcting the 
phrasoulogy as they went along, a Leavse and counter- 
part wrre written an thr spirt by Mrs. Hal) and her 
antler, Uisarihaw, Mr, Hall, as well as Mr. Alley, 
iiecnted both, anil Hiss ttha* a ties led the tignaturvi. 
After thia Mr. Alley and his family came into poaies- 
sinn, and retuimetl posstissiiiii fur ■ Ktrnjuderatilf time, 
with the cognisance of [fall, before the proceedings 
in ejoetrrtetit were tnitiatesl. (According to Mr, Hall 
and Miss rthaw, the former waa ao madly intoi ieated 
it the time of exeeuting this Lease, a* not 
to have any real knowledge of what he was about. 
He had come home very drunk on the previous even- 
ing, bringing with him a buttle of spirits, to which he 
rr, ■<['!'■ nl !> applied hltnMlf on that night and early 
next day, remaining consequently in * state of mental 
the whole time. During the ni^bt Ilall 
entlv Ul, and forty drops of laudannm were 
given to him by Alley ss a soothing draught. The 
inforcmoe sought to be drawn waa, that this dote must 
bsve had the efleet of increasing Half* delirium cm th* 
following day ; but Alley declared that It. effect *ai 
decidedly rather soothing than irritating. Ae< ording 



Affording 

to MLas Shiw the lease was not eascuted until quite 
lole in the dsy— s short tune before sundown, and not 
ju*iaitobTMktMt,as Alley bad declared. Mali, she said, 
was at thia tune madly drunk from Ihe liquor which 
he had taken during the day, and from the e fleet* 
Tfhirh still Taniainirrl irf Iht precious evening" i debauch. 
Mhe on i oust rated with him for proceeding with a 
matler which he did not understand ; but he waa so 
vury rtolrmt, Lhai troth heraelf and Mr, Hail were glad 
to do aa ha wiahed them. Hall himself declared tail 
he waa ao drunk, that he reerdlected nothirur. at all 
about the nutter, either aa to what took place at the 
public house, or lubaeqiLHtly at his own residence. 

Those asairtnms of Hall's drunken insanity at the 
time of eicculing the Isaac were denied by A 1 ti-v ; and 
tt waa also alleged by Hy Inn, rite publican, that ii all wm. 
aa Alley had said, in the full poMraaion of his semea. 
The signature of Hall to these documents were writtsui 
with good hsnd — better, in fact, lAsn , aignjsture 
which he made in court at the desire of counsel. 

His Hoxoa told the jury that the question which 
they but! Ul dewrminc »ss not whether Ilall was 
sober or dmnk at the time of eaeeuting thia lease, hut 
whether or not he was ao drunk aa not to know what 
he waa about. To a man drunk so aa to cloud hia 
reason, who made a contract while hii mind waa in 
this darkened state, be would still be reaptmaihlc ; but 
if he wan In such ■ state so aa to tie unconscious of 
what he wu doing, i. e., if he waa not in a condition 
to contract, any assumed t outran made while he was 
in thia aoate would he void. And the acceptance of a 
deed or contract under these circumstances, with a 
full knowledue of the maker's incapacity it the time, 
would be a fraud which would also vitiate the trans, 
action. 

The jury found a verdict for the defendant.
